Rock Island County 
Files; Believed Test 
Case for A ll Counties 


ROCK ISLAND, 111. «.P> — Rock 
Island County and its clerk has 
filed a suit — expected to become 
a test case for all counties in Illi­ 
nois — challenging the legality of 
the tax multipliers set up by the 
state Department of Revenue. 
The suit was filed in Rock Island 
County Court. 
It claimed that un­ 
der the statutes the action of the 
Department of Revenue in setting 
up tax multipliers — used to estab­ 
lish increased valuation on present 
assessed value of property for tax 
purposes — is illegal because it is a 
legislative action and not execu­ 
tive and administrative. 
Million Dollar Tax Increase 
The Department of Revenue this 
year hiked the tax multiplier in 
Rock Island County from 1.0300 
to 1.1364. 
County 
officials esti­ 
mated it lifted the property valua­ 
tion by $50,000,000, and would in­ 
crease taxes by about $1,000,000. 
Rock Island County and Harold 
Johnson, county clerk, were listed 
as separate plaintiffs in the suit, 
filed by Charles T. Miller, assist­ 
ant state’s attorney. 
Named as de 
fondants were the Revenue Depart­ 
ment and its chief. Richard J. Ly­ 
ons. 
Four Requests 
The 32-page brief made four s e p ­ 
arate requests of tho court. 
One asked an order directing 
Johnson to assess taxes in 1058 at 
the assessed valuation set up by 
the county hoard of review. 
The 
second sought an order directing 
defendants to comply with the leg 
islative intent of the revenue act. 
The third asked the defendants he 
restrained from interfering with 
actions 
extending 
Rock 
Island 
County taxes on the valuations cor 
tified by the board of review; and 
the fourth asked whatever other 
orders might be w arranted to car 
ry out the intent of the suit. 
It was the first suit of its kind 
in the state, count', authorities be­ 
lieved.

Illinois 
counties and most will he invited 
to join if they so desire 
About 
80 per cent of the counties got 
increased tax multipliers this year.

The earlier letter from the Krem­ 
lin, delivered just prior to the 
Western Allies’ summit conference 
in Paris, called for East West talks 
on banning nuclear weapons and 
nuclear tests, the creation of a nu­ 
clear and missile free belt across 
central Europe and an East-West 
non aggression pact.

The law in regard to farm em pow ­ 
ers was changed beginning with 
1957 and the conditions under which 
farm wages are now covered are 
different, according to F. Bishop 
Hill, manager of the Harrisburg 
Social Security Administration dis 
tnet office. 
In 1957 a farm er who paid cash 
wages of $150 or more during the 
year to a hired hand must report 
the wages to the Director of In­ 
ternal Revenue at Springfield for 
social security purposes. 
It is im ­ 
material whether the cash wages 
were laid on a piece-rate or time 
rate basis. 
The number of days 
worked does not m atter as long 
as the fatal cash wages paid are 
$150 or more. 
Also, if the farm er hired a wage 
earner who worked for him on 
20 or more days during the year for 
cash 
wages 
figured on 
a 
time 
basis (such as an hourly, daily, 
or weekly rate) must also be re ­ 
ported regardless of the amount of 
the cash wages paid 
In determining the amount of 
agricultural w ages only cash w ages 
arc considered since wages in kind 
are excluded. 
Agricultural wages are reported 
annually to tile Director of Intern 
a1 Revenue 
This report must be 
filed d iring January and not later 
than January 31, 1958

employer must have an em ployer’s 
identification 
num ber 
to report 
wages paid ti his employees.
